| have seen it. But there is, and it is of all teas 
the sweetest, and most fragrant. You 
ask at once how it is that it is not offered for 
sale and that you know nothing of it That is 
answered easily; but it is necessary to present 
first a few details. The public only knows 
two general classes, viz., the green and the 
black teas. 
Green Teas. 
Few people know that the bright Mulan 
green color of the ordinary teas exposed in 
the windows is not the natural color, Un- 
pleasant as the fact may be, it is nevertheless 
artificial; Prusgian blue, silica, gypsum, 
plum bago, ard other unbealthful mineral 
colors being used tor this purpose Theeffect 
is twofo'd. It not oaly makes the tea a bright, 
shiny, a tractive green, but also permits the 
use of “ off-color” and worthless teas, which, 
once under the green cloak, are readily 
worked off asa good quality of tea. Theabom- 
inable coloring practice even admits of the 
use of foreicn substances, and the English 
goverume w, whi-h looks closer into the gen- 
ulneness of its s‘aples than ours, has fn some 
of the alleged fest ot teas found redried 
leaves, straw, fragments of matting, rice 
husks, aud willow ‘eaves. In fact, it isopenly 
stated by an English authority that hundreds 
of thousauds of pounds of sloe, ash, and wil- 
low leaves are annual imported as tea, 
which without the celoripg process would be 
Impossible. They te port tea as one ot the most 
notorion<ly ad rated arti¢les of commerce. 
The tempta „ to make sweepings and bed 
tea into a mer hantable product with a few 
cents’ worth of green coloring matter 16 too 
strong to withstand, and the worthlessness of 
the trash that ohen finds its way to this mar 
Ket labeled “New Crop,” “Best Quality,” 
“Green Tea,“ etc, woul? simply astound the 
public if revealed, to say nothing of the un- 
healthfulness of the Prussian blue, plum- 
bago, gypsum, and the other mineral colors 
that are employed. 
Black Teas. 


The basket and pan-fired Japan teas, as well 
as the China teas that may be included under 
the general headin of * black teas,” get thelr 
color from the firi.g or toasting process, but 
mineral coloring metter is also frequently 
used to give a certal: desired commercial 
appearance. The dring and the coloring, as 
in the green teas, largely conceals the iden- 
tity of the tea and permits the use of the 
very cheapest teas, to argue nothing for the 
deteriorating effect of excessive firing,’which 
must be resorted to when a very cheap prod 
uct is used and an extreme color desired. 

Beech’'s Tea (Suan-dried). 

Concerning sun-dried teas the people of the 
Pacific Coast have heard but little and know 
less, although it is exteusively used where it 
is known and understood. We are told that 
when tea is so poor it cannot be sold at home 
or safely shipped tothe English markets, it is 
shipped to America; that we will drink any- 
thing. That may possibly be one of the rea- 
sons we have not been offered sun-dried teas 
They were good enough to send elsewhere. 

The sun-dried teas being sun-cured, no 
coloring matter is used, hence nothing but 
pure tea leaves can be employed; for unas 
sisted by manipulation or coloring, all at
